We  are  planning  on  arriving  Monday  afternoon  for  a short  training,  organizing  teams  and 
equipment  and  have  a short  health  and  safety  briefing.  The  plan  is  to  have  4 teams  of  3 to 
sample  ~1 00  locations  for  flows,  water  quality  parameters  and  metals.  I would  like  to  have 
teams  set  up  for  the  whole  week  but  if  you  can’t  do  that  it  would  be  preferable  to  have  folks 
show  up  on  Monday  and  leave  early.
